2. WOOL. 


The total production of wool in New South Wales was 422,260,000 Ib. in 1947-48, com- 
pared with 432,621,000 lb. in 1946-47 and an average of 492,436,000 lb. in the five seasons 
1941-42 to 1945-40. 

The average price of greasy wool sold at auction in New South Wales was 37°9d. per lb, 
in the year ended June, 1948, compared with 23°6d. per lb. in 1946-47. Comparable average 
price (subject to revision) was 47d. per lb. -in Sept., 1948; 43°5d. in Oct.; 48°5d. in Nov.; and 53d. 
in December.
